' geratory ; cloſe the Joynts very well. 
Diſtil over the Spirit of Wine, and in

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paſſing over boyling bot , it will im- 
pregnatc itſelf ftrongly of the Amber. 
Do the like with excelletit Orange- 
flower watcr made carefully of pure 
flowers, (and often re&itied upon 
Felh flowers ) and other freth 4m- 
bergris. Put one part of the ambercd 
water, to three parts of the atubered | 
Spirit of Wine, and they will inſtant- 
ly coagulate (to a drop ) into a con- 
fiftence of Butter :. which 1s, both ve- 
ry plcaſant for the odour and taſte, and 
alſo a very great Cordial, You may 
add an c1g1it part oi Musk to the Am- 
ber.

Diflolve Ambergris and Musk (one 
p#r to eight) in ſufficient quantity of 
pure Spirit of Wine ( as ſixteen or 
rwenty parts to one ) ſo that all the 
Amber may remain difſolved ( after 
twenty or thirty days digeſtion) when
